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Local Baseball Legend Sagasta Harcing Dies 


Local baseball legend and longtime 
Romulus resident Albert Sagasta Har- 
ding diedon Sunday, December 8, 2002, 
at the age of 94. 

The native of Buxton, Ontario, was 
best known for playing with the 1934 
Chatham Colored All-Stars, aCanadian 
barnstorming team that played against 
both Negro League and all-white base- 
ball teams on its road to an Ontario 
Baseball Association championship. 

Both Harding and his only surviving 
teammate, Don Tabron, were recog- 
nized by the Toronto Blue Jays on July 
13, 2002, during an on-field pregame 
program held in their honor. The two 
then threw out the ceremonial first pitch 
before the Blue Jays' game against the 
Boston Red Sox. 

Harding was well liked and re- 
spected by his former teammates. In a 
1984 interview with Sports and Ethnicity, 
All-Stars member Kingsley Terrell de- 
scribed Harding (known as "Frog Hana" 
because, when he held a bat, his top 
and bottom hand were reversed in posi- 
tion compared to the usual batter's grip) 
as a good ball player who could both hit 
andrun.He also fondly recalled Harding's 
piano playing, saying that he had per- 
formed with him many times. 

Hardingis survived by asister, Marie 
White (Lansing); a daughter-in-law, Alice 
Gilbert (Romulus); three grandchildren, 
Skip (Karen) Harding, Michael (Karen) 
Harding, and Sandra (John) Mason; two 
stepgrandchildren, Alexie Powell and 
Anthony Powell; and one great-grand- 
child, Aaron Harding. 

Among those predeceasing him 
were his wife, Ruth Ann Harding; a son, 
Robert S. Harding; a stepson, Richard 
Rideout; three brothers; andfoursisters. 

A funeral service was held on Thurs-

ceremony held on July 13, 2002.

Romulus Senior Jessie Green Dies of Exposure 


Local senior citizen Jessie Green 
was found dead on Saturday, December 
7, a victim of hypothermia. 

The 85-year-old Romulus Tower 
resident — last seen on Thursday, De- 
cember 5, when she stopped in at the 
Romulus Post Office on Hunt Street — 
was reported missing Friday. On Satur- 
day, family members discovered her 
body in a ditch near the railroad tracks 
east of Shook Road, south of Menton. 

According to Lieutenant John Leach- 
er of the Romulus Police Department, 
Green had a history of mental illness. 


"We believe it was due to the mental 
illness that she got disoriented or lost 
her way home," said Leacher. “There 
were no other mitigating or unusual cir- 
cumstances to her death. 

"Itwas just one of those unfortunate 
accidents," he concluded. 

Among those surviving Green are 
one brother, Raymond C. "Zeke" Green 
(New Boston), and eight sisters, Mrs. 
Frank (Gladys L.) Bordt (Romulus), Mrs. 
Marian L. Krause (Belleville), Mrs. Harold 
(Cecil M.) Harris (Allen Park), Mrs.Melvin 
(Frances F,) Reeck (Adrian), Mrs. Elbert 


(Laura M.) Davis (Flat Rock), Mrs.Helen 
L. Kowski (Belleville), Mrs. Gordon 
(Mildred A.) Miles (Grosse lle), and Mrs. 
Dorothy E. Jones (Sarasota, FL).

Homeland Security? 


To the Editor: 

Thenews medialast month cheered 
the passing of the new Homeland Secu- 
rity Bill. Why? Its focus (and funds) ap- 
parently are directed more to the elimi- 
nation of our civil rights than the elimina- 
tion of terrorism! 

The Immigration and Naturalization 
Service (INS) policy governing the ad- 
mission of aliens into our country should 
notbe a political issue; itis necessary for 
ournational security and protection, and 
that should be its primary focus. The 
Border Patrol? Undesirable aliens should 
not be admitted by planeload, boatload, 
and truckload, and voting registration 
should be done in accordance with vot- 
ing laws! 

Since the 9/11 horror, investigations 
have produced lots of information about 
the terrorists—such as the fact that 15 of 
the 19 hijackers were in this country on 
visas which should have been denied 
under the then-existing laws. We don't 
need more laws; the INS just needs to 
enforce the ones we have. They weren't 
doing that; just granting visas indiscrimi- 
nately, even to countries which sponsor 
terrorism! 

The Center for Immigration Studies 
reported that, of the 48 foreign-born 
radical Muslims who have been charged 
with and/or convicted of terrorism or 
who have admitted involvement in it 
since 1993, only one-third were lawful 
permanentresidents or naturalized U.S. 
citizens. Apparently, the November elec- 
tion did nothing to counter the open- 
border advocates who, in the name of 
diversity, welcome the influx of terrorists 
or other aliens who do not intend to 
abide by our laws. 

The State Department is accepting 
into the Diversity Visa Lottery program 


50,000 lucky foreigners from non- 
Western (including terrorist-sponsoring) 
countries who will win permanent U.S. 
residency! The Fourth of July murderer 
at Los Angeles Airport was in the United 
States because his wife won legal resi- 
dence! Why has this not been repealed? 

The Homeland Security legislation 
does little to address these problems. 
Instead, it spends millions of taxpayer 
dollars to profile all law-abiding U.S. 
citizens and implement the compilation 
of an automated database which will 
provide even unscrupulous companies 
with all our personal information, includ- 
ing health, life-style, travel, and finance! 
Positive thinking can't help me with that! 

So much for civil liberties!

Lighting Project Opposed 
To the residents of Romulus: 

Since an article in the November 
28, 2002 issue of The Romulus Roman 
didn't include the comments made by 
myself and two other gentlemen at the 
City's special-assessment hearing held 
on November 25, | will try and explain 
our position on the new Goddard Road 
streetlight project. It is time to forget the 
politics and take care of our city! 

According to a letter | received from 
the City of Romulus, the purpose of the 
hearing was “to hear comments on the 
proposed street light electrical cost in- 
crease due to the installation of orna- 
mental lighting in the Downtown Devel- 
opment Authority special assessment 
district." Apparently, the DDA now wishes 
to have fancy lights all along Goddard 
Road, not just downtown, even though 
the area in question already has ade- 
quate lighting. 

Note that the City wasn't asking all 
of Romulus to foot the bill for this rate 
hike. Only the property-owners of district 
one, which is the downtown area, would 
be paying for the increased electrical 
costs. | asked my neighbors how they 
felt about the proposal, and we then 
circulated a petition opposing it. 

As talk about what | was doing be- 
gan to spread, some people told me that 
it wasn't my business, and that | didn't 
know what | was talking about. It really 
made me think. | decided that would get 
more information. If my taxes were not 
involved, then | would stop. 

| went to the city clerk's office to see 
who could clarify this matter for me. 
Linda Choate, the clerk, had Timothy 
Keyes, the director of community devel- 
opment, come to her office so that | 


could ask questions and try to make 
sense of these taxes. 

Mr. Keyes told me that | was in the 
district that would be paying the rate 
hike. | told him that | had been talking to 
my neighbors and we all had the same 
feeling: no more taxes! 

| explained to Mr. Keyes that many 
of the people living in the assessment 
district are lifetime residents, retired, 
widowed, and living on a fixed income. 
|, personally, am one of those people 
with a fixed income, and this added tax 
would be a burden on me and people 
like me. His suggestion to me was that 
maybe | should move out. (Other work- 
ers in the clerk's office heard this con- 
versation, too.) | am sorry that this is his 
attitude. It is time for honesty and integ- 
rity. Since |am alifetime resident, | don't 
think | am going anywhere. This town 
has been without a grocery store five 
times, and | am still here. The residents 
moving out are the ones who bought 
new houses, lived here a couple of years, 
and now can't pay their taxes. 

After | talked with Mr. Keyes, he had 
the City's financial staff try to find a way 


to pay for this project without raising the 
lighting tax. But, no matter where you 
take the money from, it is still coming out 
of City taxes. Just like everything else, 
these will go up each year. Is the City 
under the impression that this can just 
be swept under the rug and we will go 
away? 

The DDA is made up of business- 
men who do notlive in our city. They pay 
taxes here, but a portion of those taxes 
are set aside in a fund that they can use 
to make improvements in the city. The 
money accumulates until they want to 
do some project. Wouldn't it be nice if a 
portion of our taxes could be set aside 
until we could build something for our 
teenagers and senior citizens, or just be 
able to hire more firemen and police- 
men? Many things could be done. 

The DDA thinks that fancy lights 
going all along Goddard Road will en- 
hance the area and bring new business 
growth to our community. This is like the 
movie Field of Dreams-—place the lights 
and they will come (as my neighbor 
suggested).

But this additional 
lighting will only benefit the business- 
men. If they want the lights, let them put 
the poles on their own property and 
hook them up to their own meters. 

There is adequate lighting now, and 
this would be a waste of tax dollars. 

Romulus cannot be compared to 
other communities with fancy streetlights. 
We are boxed in by 1-94, I-275, the 
railroad, and the airport. | cannot see 
how the new lighting will remove these 
obstacles. Everyone knows that our 
problem is the airport, but it also brings 
progress.We have become an industrial 
city. We need to capitalize on that fact. 

For 20 years, this group of people 
who do not live here has been telling us 
how our town should look, how we can 
bring new businesses to the downtown 
area, and what will bring us new growth. 

Now, this group is in the process of 
trying to clear the land east of town. 
They want to take down a house in the 
downtown area to create more parking. 
Yet the new Romulus Market Place is 
struggling to keep operating.

Twenty-six years have marked dra- 
matic changes in the way society views 
the promotion and the use of tobacco. 
The Great American Smokeout has 
helped educate society on the many 
dangers related to smoking and how it 
affects the environment and our health. 
Most importantly, the Great American 
Smokeout has set the stage for cultural 
revolution regarding the use of tobacco 
in our time period. 

Every day, businesses prohibit the 
use of tobacco in their facilities. There 
have been many landmarks in the area 
of anti-tobacco efforts.

In 1983, San Francisco passed 
the first workplace smoking limitations 
by providing designated smoking areas. 
In 1994, the State of Mississippi filed the 
first 24 state lawsuits seeking to recu- 
perate millions of dollars from tobacco 
companies for smokers' Medicaid bills. 

In the past 26 years, the Great 
American Smokeout has been cel- 
ebrated with rallies, parades, strikes, 
and "cold turkey" ads. Donations and 
famous celebrities have supported the 
event throughout its 26 years of suc- 
cess.Some ofthe supporting celebrities 
have been Sammy Davis, Jr., Natalie 
Cole, Edward Asner, andthe well-known 
"spokespud" Mr. Potato Head. 

| have learned, through health oc- 
cupations, that tobacco causes cancer 
and it damages your body. So why do 
people do it? Nicotine is the addictive 
substance in tobacco. Smoke damages 
the lungs, heart, and hemoglobin. He- 
moglobin is the iron-containing pigment 
of red blood cells which carries oxygen 
from the lungs to different tissues. Every 
time you smoke, you are slowly de- 
creasing your ability to carry oxygen to 
your body. 

| believe that people will always 
smoke. It is great that the American 
Cancer Society is providing a good ef- 
fortto help those who wantto quit smok- 
ing.

The purpose of Adoption Week is to 
focus attention on the increasing num- 
ber of children in the welfare system that 
are waiting to be adopted. Of the 588,000 
children, 134,000 are waiting for perma- 
nent families. 

!am so glad that Governor Dukakis 
issued the Adoption Week proclama- 
tion. More people need to know how 
important it is to adopt children if they 
want kids and cannot have them. All 
children need somebody to love them, 
no matter their race, age, or even what 
problems they may have. 

Some of the risks that can come 
along with the adoption process can be 
very stressful, time-consuming, and 
aggravating. Adoptive parents must al- 
ways look closely at the medical, finan- 
cial, legal, and emotional risks that are 
associated with the opportunity to adopt. 
After looking closely, the adoptive par- 
ents must decide if this is the right op- 
portunity for the child or children as well 
as for themselves. Not all potential adop- 
tive opportunities are positive or suc- 
cessful. (With the goodcomes the badin 
this world, and sometimes you just have 
to take the risk.) 

Adoption is not just a personal is- 
sue; it's asocialissue also. When people 
put their children up for adoption, we the 
people end up supporting the child. We 
may not realize it, but we do, because 
our taxes support them. 

In health occupations, abstinence 
is stressed very much. If a person de- 
cides not to choose abstinence or prac- 
tice safe sex, putting the child up for 
adoption is a very good idea. 

This observance has really opened 
my eyes to how extremely important 
adoption is. Hopefully, | have made this 
very clear to you, also, and you can or 
will encourage people to adopt.

RMS, GM Powertrain Team 
with "Friends of the Rouge" 


Sharon Grandell, head of Romulus 
Middle School's science department, 
was pleased to announce the school's 
new three-pronged approach to helping 
improve the quality of water in the Rouge 
River watershed. Grandell's first-hour 
class will be working with GM Power- 
train's Romulus Engine Plant and the 
Friends of the Rouge organization to 
accomplish their goal. 

"The Rouge River's water quality 
has improved quite a bit over the last 
several years," noted Grandell, "but we 
hope to make even greater strides 
through this effort.” 

Lisa Parks, environmental engineer 
at GM Powertrain's Romulus Engine 
Plant, was onhandto present the Friends 
of the Rouge group with a $1,900 check 
to help fund the efforts of Grandell's 
class. Both Courtney Shosh, educa- 
tional project coordinator forthe Friends 
of the Rouge, and Christina Bartoli, as- 
sistant coordinator, were on hand to 
accept the donation. 

Shosh and Bartoli indicated that 
more than 80 different schools are cur- 
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rently involved with taking/testing peri- 
odic water samples from specific river 
andtributary sites. The students analyze 
the water to determine the concentra- 
tions of various key residues. Students 
then make graphs and charts showing 
the changing concentrations over time, 
and present their data to the Friends of 
the Rouge. The Friends combine the 
information gathered from the schools 
and try to identify solutions for any prob- 
lem areas that may be discovered. 

"Our students really look forward to 
working on this meaningful project," re- 
marked RMS principal Chris Powers, 
who Is also the district's administrative 
secondary science strand leader. "They 
hope that their efforts will make a real 
impact on our regional environmental 
concerns.”
